Connt Your Pulse, 
The pulse tells how the 
heart beats, whether slowly or 
quickly, regularly 01 wildly, 
vigorously or feebly. But in 
order to know how we are 
when ill, the physician should 
know just how rapidly our 
pulses beat in health, for 
pulses vary widely. 

The general average may 
be put about as follows : "At 
birth, 140 strokes per minute ; 
tit two years, 100 ; at from six- 
teen to nineteen years, 80 ; at 
manhood, 75 ; old age, 60. 
There are however, great 
variations consistent with 
health. Napoleon's pulse is 
said to have been only 44 in 
the minute. A case is also 
related of a healthy man of 
eighty-seven whose pulse was 
seldom over 30 during the last 
two years of his life, and 
sometimes not more than 2b*.
